President Little said that youths are 
not honestly welcomed at the univer- 
sities, that they are dissatisfied with 
instruction .and with discipline... He 
would take into consideration increas- 
ingly the quality of a person, as a po- 
tential member of society, a higher 
standard of achievement and responsi- 
bility, in selecting students. Harvard 
has already limited her freshman class 
to 1,000 and is studying methods of 
selection. 

President Little said that the stu- 
dents’ relation to religion was an all 
important factor in the success of any 
educational method. Students were 
questioning the old denominations 
couragecusly, he said. They were 
coming to think of religion as the 
crowning triumph of a free mind to 
relationship with spiritual forces in 
any way that it sees best, rather than 
being herded into denominations and 
branded young.

Battles with Mine Unions.

ITALY TO PAY U-S. 
AS GERMANS PAY 
HER, VOLPI SAYS 


{Chicago Tribune Press Service.] 
ROME, June 4.—Italy has arranged 


its debt payments to the United States 
and England so they automatically 
will be paid out of the reparations 
which Italy is collecting from Ger- 
many, Count Volpi explained to the 
chamber of deputies today. He made 
a long report on the financial situation 
of the country. 

Despite the fact that -the accord 
which he concluded at Washington di- 
vorces the reparations and debt pay- 
ments, he quoted Senator Reed Smoot 
to show the United States does not ex- 
pect full payments if Germany de- 
faults. The chamber was informed 


Senator Smoot admitted, ‘*‘ Only 


if Italy receives the reparations can 
she pay her proper proportion of the 
debt.”’’ 

*““We have established special funds 
for the amortization of the debt with 
the United States and England,”’ Count 
Volpi said, ‘“‘and as Germany makes 
its payments to us, the sum auto- 
matically will be transferred to this 
account so that the foreign debt no 
longer will interfere with the financial 
situation of the country.’’

100 DRUSES FALL 
BEFORE ADVANCE 
OF FRENCH ARMY: 


PARIS, June 4.—(#)—Fresh suc- 
cesses for the French in their cam- 
paign against the Druse tribesmen of 
Syria are claimed in a Havas dispatch 
from Beirut today. A French column 
operating in the southern Djebel re- 
gion reached Gharis Wednesday after- 
noon after dislodging a strong group 
from Oum@ Remman. . 

The Druses afe said to have fled, 
suffering heavy losses. The French, 
still pursuing, arrived at Mackreuk 


Thursday morning. The Druses made 
a desperate stand, but ffinally fied.

Peshtigo River. Wis.,
